GLOSSARY OF RACING TERMS 

For the benefit of those among our 
patrons who are unfamiliar with racing 
terms and expressions, we are listing be- 
low a glossary of the terms used most 
frequently in the play this week. They 
follow: 

BOOKIE: The fellow who takes your 
bet. 

FIXER: Dishonest person who illegal- 
ly arranges the result ofa race before it 
is run. 

FAVORITH: The horse expected to 
win. 

LONG SHOT: A horse that will prob- 
ably lose. 

PAST PERFORMANCES: How a 
horse ran in previous races, i. e., his 
record. 

FIGURE HORSES: To study the rec- 
ords to determine the chance a horse 
has of winning on the basis of his past 
performances. 

HANDICAPPER: A person who fig- 
ures (studies) horses in some official 
capacity, usually for a newspaper or 
racing publication. 

PARLAY: Placing a bet on one horse, 
then, if he wins, betting the proceeds on 
another horse, ad infinitum. 

AT THE POST: The starting point of 
a race. A horse that is “left at the 
post” has practically no chance of win- 
ning a race. Barrier and Starting Gate 
are synonyms for Post.
